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This  establishment  is  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Fathers  of  the 
Society  of  Jesus,  and  is  open  to  all  who  choose  to  avail  themselves  of  its 
advantages.  It  is  situated  in  the  beautiful  valley  of  Santa  Clara,  so  celebra¬ 
ted  for  the  mildness  and  salubrity  of  its  climate  ;  and  is  about  three  miles 
distant  from  San  Jose. 

The  College  was  incorporated  on  the  28tli  of  April,  1855,  and  empowered 
to  confer  degrees  and  academical  honors,  and  to  exercise  the  same  rights 
and  privileges  exercised  by  any  other  literary  Institution  in  the  United 
States. 

Besides  an  able  and  numerous  body  of  experienced  Professors  from  the 
best  Colleges  of  the  Society,  both  in  Europe  and  in  the  Atlantic  States,  the 
Institution  enjoys  considerable  advantages  for  the  mental  and  physical  train¬ 
ing  of  the  students.  Among  others,  it  possesses,  1st,  a  complete  philosophi¬ 
cal  and  chemical  apparatus,  from  the  best  manufacturers  of  Paris,  which 
cost  the  Institution  nearly  ten  thousand  dollars ;  2d,  a  large  collection  of 
specimens  of  minerals,  imported  from  Paris  ;  3d,  an  artificial  bathing  pond, 
of  elliptic  form,  with  a  cemented  brick  wall,  one  hundred  and  sixty  feet  long 
and  one  hundred  and  twenty  wide,  supplied  with  water  by  an  artesian  well ; 
4th,  an  extensive  gymnasium  for  athletic  exercises,  sixty  feet  long  and  forty 
wide. 

The  dormitory  is  one  hundred  and  ten  feet  long  and  forty  wide,  and  is  re¬ 
markable  for  its  neatness  and  good  ventilation.  The  now  study  hall  is  sev¬ 
enty  feet  long  and  thirty  wide,  and  well  lighted. 

With  these  facilities  and  improvements  the  Fathers  would  now  recom¬ 
mend  Santa  Clara  College  as  a  favorite  abode  of  Science,  Morality  and  Re¬ 
ligion,  in  no  way  inferior  to  any  other  Institution  in  the  country  for  the  cd" 
ucation  of  youth. 

The  Philosophical  Apparatus  comprises : 

Twenty-eight  instruments  or  machines  for  experiments  in  MECHANICS, 
with  a  large  apparatus  for  the  centrifugal  forces,  and  the  different  systems 
of  pulleys. 
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Sptem  of  Instruction. 


Twenty-five  for  HYDRAULICS,  with  all  the  models  of  fountains  and 
pumps,  which  especially  attract  the  attention  of  visitors. 

Fifty-two  for  PNEUMATICS. 

Sixty-six  for  CALORIC. 

Fifty  for  ELECTRICITY.  Among  them  is  an  elegant,  large  and  powerful 
electric  machine,  with  a  glass  disk  three  feet  and  five  inches  in  diameter. 
Its  power  is  such  as  to  charge,  in  a  few  minutes,  (if  the  wreather  he  not  un¬ 
favorable,)  the  large  battery  of  eighteen  Leyden  jars,  one  gallon  each. 

Fifty-nine  machines  for  the  experiments  in  Galvanism  and  Magnetism. 
Among  them  is  the  great  magnetic  apparatus  of  Faraday,  as  lately  improved 
by  Rumkorf.  The  apparatus  for  re-producing  the  experiments  and  proving 
the  theories  of  Empere,  Oersted,  etc., — Two  moderators  for  the  production 
of  the  electrical  light, — A  Galvanic  battery  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  cups 
of  Bunzen. 

Sixty-nine  for  OPTICS.  Among  them  is  an  astronomical  and  terrestrial 
telescope,  a  splendid  solar  microscope,  which  works  also  by  means  of  the 
electrical  light.  Several  compound  microscopes,  micrometers,  etc.  The  dif¬ 
ferent  instruments  for  the  projection  of  the  polarization  of  light, — the  poly- 
orama,  the  telescope  of  Duboscq.  Avery  perfect  sextant,  the  same  which 
has  been  used  by  the  late  Admiral  of  France,  Dumont  Dorville,  in  his  expe¬ 
ditions. 

A  complete  Daguerreotyping  Apparatus. 

Twenty  machines  for  ACOUSTICS,  and  sixteen  for  SURVEYING. 

The  chemical  laboratory  is  richly  provided.  Besides  over  five  hundred 
pure  chemicals,  it  contains  all  the  instruments  necessary  for  the  most  com¬ 
plicated  manipulations. 

The  museum  of  mineralogy  has  already  eight  hundred  specimens,  well 
classified  and  labeled  ;  the  greatest  number  of  them  consisting  of  minerals 
from  distant  countries. 

We  hope  to  complete  this  splendid  collection,  especially  if  the  friends  of 
our  Institution  will  be  kind  enough  to  send  us  such  specimens  of  minerals 
as  they  may  occasionally  happen  to  have  at  their  disposal. 

We  take  this  opportunity  for  expressing  our  sincere  gratitude  to  Capt. 
Chas.  Uznay,  Dr.  A.  Taylor,  Capt.  S.  Tyler,  Capt.  J.  R.  Rush  and  Mr.  Craveri, 
who,  genei’ously  answering  to  our  appeals,  have  favored  us  with  a  great 
variety  of  valuable  and  interesting  specimens  of  silver  and  copper  ores,  fos¬ 
sils,  etc.,  etc.

Mathematics  : — Algebra,  Linear,  Plane  and  Solid  Geometry,  Survey¬ 
ing,  Mensuration,  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry,  Conic  Sections,  Ana¬ 
lytical  Geometry  and  Calculus. 

5th.  Belles-Lettres  : — Greek,  Latin  and  English,  Rhetoric,  Poetry,  Elo¬ 
cution.

The  Classical  Course  comprises  the  study  of  the  Greek,  Latin  and  English 
Languages,  Rhetoric,  Poetry,  Elocution,  Mathematics,  Rational  and  Moral 
Philosophy,  Natural  Sciences,  History  and  Geography,  and  any  of  the  other 
branches  if  required. 

The  Commercial  Course  embraces  English  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  Poetry, 
Logic,  Mathematics,  Surveying,  Mensuration,  Book-Keeping,  Natural  Phi¬ 
losophy,  Chemistry,  Modern  Languages,  Arithmetic,  Penmanship,  Drawing, 
History  and  Geography,  with  the  use  of  the  Globes. 

There  is,  besides,  a  Preparatory  Department  in  which  Spelling,  Reading, 
Writing,  and  the  elements  of  Arithmetic,  History  and  Geography,  are 
taught.

eiteral  Remarks. 


The  scholastic  year  consists  of  but  one  session.  It  begins  on  the  first 
Monday  of  September,  and  closes  about  the  middle  of  July,  with  a  literary 
exhibition,  the  conferring  of  degrees,  and  a  distribution  of  premiums.  A 
public  examination  of  all  the  classes  takes  place  immediately  before  the 
close  of  the  academic  year.  There  is  a  minor  examination  towards  the  end 
of  February. 

At  any  time  during  tho  year,  and  particularly  at  the  minor  examination,  if 
any  one  be  found  capable  of  passing  to  a  higher  class,  he  will  be  promoted. 

Debating  and  Literary  Societies  are  established  for  the  purpose  of  improv¬ 
ing  the  students  in  public  speaking,  and  for  the  discussion  of  subjects  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  laws  of  nature,  ethics,  political  economy,  etc.,  etc. 


A.  B.  and  A.  M. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  conferred  on  those  only  who,  on  com¬ 
pleting  the  studies  of  Latin,  Greek,  English,  Mathematics  and  Rational 
Philosophy,  are  found,  after  due  examination,  sufficiently  qualified.  The 
graduate,  moreover,  is  entitled  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  after  some 
time  creditably  devoted  to  the  study  of  Natural  Sciences,  Moral  Philosophy 
and  higher  Mathematics. 
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When  a  student  presents  himself  for  admission  into  the  College,  he  is  ex¬ 
amined  by  the  Prefect  of  studies,  and  placed  in  the  class  for  wliiclff  he  may 
be  adapted.  lie  then  passes  on  regularly  through  either  the  classical  or 

commercial  course. 

No  one  will  bo  admitted  unless  he  has  a  good  moral  character. 

No  one  can  become  a  pupil  of  the  Institution  for  a  less  period  than  half  a 
session ;  and  no  deduction  is  made  for  absence,  except  in  case  of  dismissal  or 
protracted  sickness. 

As  the  members  of  the  College  profess  the  Catholic  religion,  the  exercises 
of  religious  worship  are  Catholic ;  but  members  of  any  religious  denomina¬ 
tion  are  received,  provided  they  be  willing,  for  the  sake  of  order  and  uni¬ 
formity,  to  be  present,  with  propriety,  at  divine  worship  in  the  Institution. 

No  student  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  College  on  visits  of  any  length, 
except  at  the  great  vacation,  and  from  the  twenty-third  of  December  to  the 
second  of  January,  if  such  be  the  wish  of  his  parents  or  guardians. 

No  one  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  precincts  of  the  College,  except  in 
company  with  a  Tutor  or  Prefect. 

The  students  will  not  be  permitted  to  have  any  books  except  such  as  have 
been  approved  by  the  President. 

All  letters,  not  known  to  be  from  parents,  are  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
the  President. 

The  use  of  tobacco  is  prohibited ;  and  no  one  will  be  received  who  is  un¬ 
willing  to  abstain  from  it. 

The  students  are,  at  all  times,  under  the  superintendence  of  Prefects  or 
Tutors. 

Violations  of  the  established  discipline  of  the  College  are  suppressed  in  a 
mild  but  effectual  manner.  Should  any  student  prove  refractory,  or  im¬ 
moral,  in  spite  of  all  efforts  to  correct  him,  he  will  be  sent  back  to  his  parents 
or  guardians. 

Every  Thursday  of  the  Academic  year  is  a  recreation  day. 

On  the  first  Wednesday  of  every  month  the  places  obtained  in  the  several 
classes  are  publicly  proclaimed;  badges  of  honor  are  conferred  upon  the 
most  deserving  in  each  class,  and  printed  certificates  given  to  those  who 
have  distinguished  themselves,  during  the  month,  by  their  diligence  and 
good  conduct. 

On  the  first  Thursday  of  every  month,  the  students,  whose  parents  live  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  College,  arc  allowed  to  visit  them ;  but  they  must  return 
before  night. 


SPECIAL  DIRECTIONS. 
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At  the  expiration  of  every  three  months,  bulletins  are  sent  to  parents  or 
guardians,  to  inform  them  of  the  health,  conduct  and  proficiency  of  their 
sons  or  wards. 

An  experienced  physician  visits  the  College  daily.  The  greatest  care  and 
attention  are  bestowed  upon  the  sick. 

N.  B. — Those  parents,  or  guardians,  that  wish  to  send  their  children  or 
wards  to  this  Institution,  are  most  earnestly  recommended  to  do  it  as  early 
as  possible  in  September ;  for,  delay  necessarily  throw  s  back  the  pupils  in 
their  classes,  and  subjects  the  Professors  to  great  inconveniences. 


On  entering  the  Institution  the  student  must  he  provided  with  a  mattress, 
six  feet  long,  and  three  feet  wide,  two  pairs  of  sheets,  two  pillow-cases,  two 
blankets,  a  white  counterpane,  three  suits  of  clothes  adapted  to  the  season, 
a  sufficient  number  of  shirts,  drawers,  handkerchiefs,  seeks,  shoes,  and  other 
articles  of  the  wardrobe;  napkins,  towels,  basin,  combs,  brushes,  and  other 
indispensable  articles. 

All  the  clothing  of  the  students  will  be  under  the  control  of  a  wardrobe 
keeper,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  the  clothes  in  good  order.  The  mend¬ 
ing  cf  clothes  and  shoes  will  be  done  in  the  Institution  at  reasonable  charges. 

As  the  students  are  not  allowed  to  have  money  in  their  own  custody,  the 
pocket  money  must  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer.  It  is  the  w7ish  of  the 
Faculty  that  not  more  than  twenty-five  cents  per  week  be  allowed  to  any 
student. 

For  clothing,  books,  or  other  wants  of  the  students,  no  advances  arc  made 
by  the  Institution.  To  meet  such  incidental  expenses  a  sufficient  sum  is  to 
be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer. 

When,  at  the  end  of  the  session,  parents  or  guardians  wish  to  have  their 
children  or  wards  sent  home,  they  must  give  timely  notice  to  the  President, 
settle  all  accounts,  and  forward  money  to  defray  traveling  expenses.

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THESES  ON  RATIONAL  PHILOSOPHY. 

Logic. 

*  The  criterions  given  us  by  nature,  and  by  which  we  can  attain  certitude, 
are  Consciousness,  the  External  Senses,  Evidence,  Common  Sense  of  Nature, 
and  Human  Authority. 

General  and  Special  Metaphysics. 


*1.  All  necessary  truths  can  be  reduced  to  the  principle  of  contradiction, 
although,  properly  speaking,  not  all  can  be  demonstrated  by  it. 

II.  The  world  exists  objectively  and  really. 

III.  The  world  and  its  matter  are  not  necessary,  but  contingent  beings. 

IV.  Sensations,  not  excepting  those  which  regard  the  exterior  world,  are 
essentially  distinct  from  organical  impressions. 

V.  Though  not  all  exterior  sensations  are  representative,  some  of  them 
being  immanent,  nothing  can  be  concluded  therefrom  against  the  objectivity 
of  the  world. 

VI.  Man  can  easily  distinguish  exterior  sensations  from  other  similar 
affections. 

VII.  Intelligence  requires  some  necessity  in  all  its  objects,  and,  in  the 
present  state  of  man  at  least,  sees  the  real  by  the  ideal,  and  the  singular  by 
the  universal. 

VIII.  Neither  intelligence,  nor  any  of  the  acts  thereof,  is,  or  can  be  a 
transformed  sensation. 

IX.  Man’s  intelligence  does  not,  at  present,  enjoy  the  vision  of  God. 

X.  Our  intellectual  ideas,  not  correctly,  are  said  to  be  innate. 

XI.  Hence  the  origin  of  intellectual  ideas  may  be  explained  by  the  fact 
that  our  intelligence  is  an  innate  faculty. 

XII.  Freedom  from  coaction  is  indispensable  to  the  very  essence  of  a 
voluntary  action. 

XIII.  Man,  with  regard  to  his  final  beatitude,  is  free  from  coaction, 
though  not  from  necessity  when  such  beatitude  is  present ;  but  when  absent, 
he  is  free  from  coaction  as  to  his  desire  of  happiness  in  general,  but  not  from 
necessity. 

*XIV.  With  regard  to  other  things,  man,  in  the  present  state,  is  free,  not 
only  from  coaction,  but  also  from  necessity. 

*XV.  Our  soul  is  of  such  a  nature  as  to  outlive  the  body,  and  exist  for 
ever. 

*XVI.  The  very  fact  of  the  existence  of  contingent  beings ;  the  admirable 
order  of  the  universe;  the  unanimous  consent  of  mankind;  the  existence 
of  an  eternal,  universal  and  immutable  moral  law ;  the  insatiable  desire  of 
happiness  which  man  always  entertains;  and,  lastly,  the  necessity,  univer¬ 
sality  and  eternity  of  the  ideal  order  and  truths,  all  proclaim  the  existence 
of  God. 


*XVII.  The  necessary  Being,  namely  God,  cannot  admit 
composition,  in  his  nature  or  attributes. 


of  any  limit, 


or 
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*XVIII.  The  very  nature  and  attributes  of  God  require  the  existence  of 
only  one  God.  Hence  Manicheism  is  an  impious  absurdity. 

*X1X.  God  admits  of  no  change  in  his  nature,  attributes  and  acts,  but  he 
is  possessed  of  the  highest  immutability  and  most  perfect  freedom. 

*XX.  God  is  eternal,  present  everywhere,  and  immense. 

XXI.  Creation  implies  no  contradiction,  and  it  belongs  only  to  God,  who 
made  the  universe  out  of  nothing,  and  positively  preserves  it. 

*XXII.  God,  by  an  immediate  act,  concurs  with  his  creatures  in  all  their 
actions,  and  by  his  Divine  Providence  governs  every  thing. 


THESES  OH  MORAL  PHILOSOPHY. 

I.  Man  has  a  natural  propensity  to  pursue  his  own  happiness. 

II.  Since  no  created  good  can  satisfy  this  propensity,  it  follows  that  God 
alone  is  the  proper  and  adequate  object  of  human  felicity,  in  as  much  as  he 
is  both  increated  and  infinite  good. 

III.  Man’s  formal  felicity — which  is  unattainable  on  earth — consists  in 
such  a  perfect  knowledge  and  fruition  of  the  Sovereign  Good  as  is  propor¬ 
tioned  to  his  natural  capacity. 

IY.  There  exists  a  natural  law  which  has  its  source  in  the  eternal  wis¬ 
dom  of  God,  and  which  is  therefore  eternal  and  immutable.  This  law  pre¬ 
sents  the  first  principles  of  morality  to  the  mind  with  such  certitude  and 
manifest  distinctness  as  to  exclude  all  ignorance  and  doubt. 

V.  In  order  to  give  effect  to  this  law,  God  has  assigned  punishments  and 
rewards,  which  shall  be  distributed  in  some  proportion  in  this  life,  but  prin¬ 
cipally  shall  be  reserved  for  the  next.  From  this  law  three  duties  on  the 
part  of  man  are  derived,  viz.  :  toward  God.  toward  himself,  and  toward 
other  men. 

YI.  An  external  as  well  as  an  internal  worship  is  due  to  God,  not  only 
from  man  in  his  isolated  and  individual  capacity,  but  also  from  the  bulk  of 
human  society. 

YII.  Man  is  bound  to  provide  for  his  self-preservation,  and  therefore 
cannot  deliberately  and  directly  put  an  end  to  his  own  life  without  infring¬ 
ing  the  law  of  nature;  and  if  unjustly  attacked  he  may  in  self-defence  kill 
his  aggressor,  in  case  he  cannot  otherwise  escape  the  danger. 

VIII.  Duelling,  or  a  single  combat,  entered  upon  by  mutual  agreement,  on 
private  authority,  and  on  private  ground,  is  directly  contrary  to  natural  law, 
and  is  moreover  highly  injurious  to  society,  together  with  being  ill  adapted 
for  the  end  toward  which  it  is  directed. 

IX.  Every  untruth  wdiich  merits  the  appellation  of  a  “  lie,”  whether  of 
slight  or  serious  import,  by  reason  of  its  nature,  intrinsic  malice,  and  its  in¬ 
jury  to  society,  is  forbidden  by  natural  law.

THESES  OH  HATURAL  PHILOSOPHY. 

I.  The  resultant  of  any  number  of  forces  that  meet  at  the  same  point  or 
at  points  inseparably  united,  may  be  geometrically  and  analytically  deter¬ 
mined. 
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II.  Projectiles  describe  parabolas,  whose  diameters  may  be  referred  to  a 
perpendicular  passing  through  the  point  of  projection  and  whose  parameters 
are  lour  times  an  altitude,  falling  from  which  they  would  acquire  the  velocity 
with  which  they  start. 

III.  Pendulums  may  afford  an  accurate  means  of  measuring  time,  not 
only  when  they  oscillate  in  cycloid,  but  also,  when  they  move  in  small  cir¬ 
cular  arcs. 

IV.  Having  established  the  laws  of  equilibrium  of  fluids  and  of  solids, 
that  are  either  partially  or  totally  immersed  in  them,  we  may  easily  flnd  the 
specific  gravity  of  solids  as  well  as  of  fluids. 

V.  The  sounds  emitted  by  a  string  of  a  given  length,  tension  and  density, 

are  as  the  series  of  the  natural  numbers  1,  2,  3 . 

VI.  But  the  sounds  of  wind  instruments  have  the  same  ratio  only  when 

the  vibrating  air  is  free  at  both  ends ;  else  they  arc  as  the  series  of  the  une¬ 
ven  numbers,  1,  3,  5,  7 . 

VII.  The  phenomena  of  electricity  and  magnetism  may  be  explained  by 
admitting  only  one  fluid. 

VIII.  The  intensity  of  an  electric  current  is  the  same  at  every  point  of 
its  circuit ;  directly  as  the  sum  of  all  the  electro-generating  forces  in  the  cir¬ 
cuit,  section  and  conductibility  of  the  conductor;  and  inversely  as  its  re¬ 
duced  length. 

IX.  There  is  a  great  difference  between  the  intensity  of  an  electric  cur¬ 
rent  and  the  quantity  of  the  electric  fluid  that  is  contained  in  it. 

X.  Electric  currents  tend  always  to  range  themselves  parallel  to  each 
other  so  as  to  move  in  the  same  direction.  Hence  we  may  explain  the  action 
of  magnets  upon  each  other,  and  of  the  earth  upon  magnets. 

XI.  Mirrors  and  lenses  have  a  focus  where  the  rays  of  light  thereby 
reflected  or  refracted,  really  or  virtual ly  meet  to  form  an  image  of  the  lu¬ 
minous  body,  the  position  and  size  of  which  are  determined. 

XII.  The  index  of  simple  refraction  for  the  same  medium  and  for  the 
same  kind  of  light  is  constant. 

XIII.  A  pencil  of  natural  light  w'hose  intensity  is  represented  by  1,  may 
be  considered  as  composed  of  two  pencils  polarized  at  right  angles,  each  of 
w'hich  has  an  intensity  equal  to
